By Christian Edyeation, in the Southern Baptist 

Convention, we mean that instruction given and re- 
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ceived in schools owned and controlled by the Bap- 
tist denomination. Some of these, such as seminaries 
vere owned and controlled by the ‘Southern Baptist 
Convention at large. Colleges and academies are 
owned and operated in the main, by. State Conven 
tions. Some.mountain s¢hools are partly supported 
by the Home Board. . 

The purpose of the gchools is to furnish 
training in both body, mind and soul. Tlie distin 
wuishing feature beteweh these sehools and the 
state schools is that the Ns seeks the salvation of 
the soul, the development fof the Christian life and the 
lraining of the student fdr religious service. In the 
schools he gets a vision pf the field of labor and is 
shown his relation to Gofl and to tis fellowman 
For the ideal of the Christian school is not materia! 
istic, but spiritual. 

Our present possessions are encouraging. Bap 
tist schools in the United) States number 208, with 
75,723 students: more stidents than are enrolled 
the schools of any other denomination. The money 
invested in these schools! is more than the amount 
found in any other Protestant schools. Of the 875.

COMMITTEE. 
REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The statistics of the oie wae Mission Board 
published May, 1920, show wp have 542 churches on 
foreign lands, one-ourth of which are self-support- 
ing, more than half of which worship in houses 
owned either by the Board or by these churches 
6.834 were baptized during 119. the largest number 
ever reported in a single year. The total member 
ship has now reached 57.438.) These native churches 
contributed last year $242,440, whieh: represents a 
gift of $4.22 per member. This is a good showing 
when compared with the per/capita gifts by South 
ern Baptists. The report of May, 1919, shows South 
ern Baptists gave $6.19 per member. 

The Sunday Schools now number 836, with an 
enrollment of 47,672 scholars; Comparing the num- 
ber of Sunday school scholars with the total mem- 
bership, we have 83 per cent; enrolled in Sunday 
schools abroad, and 70 per cent enrolled in Sunday 
schools in our Southern Baptist territory. 

The school work has grawn womlerfully. Last 





year the Board had 544 schopls of all ‘grades, from 
kindergarden to Theological Seminary, into which 
were gathered 18.514 students. These schools serve 
especially two great ends; They offer a fertile field 
of direct evangelistic effort and a training ground for 
development of leaders. In these schools a very large 
per cent of our converts are made, and of course. 
from them must come the leaders. It is encourag- 
ing to note that in our ten \ Theolegieal Training 
schools there were enrolled 445 students. 

We can hardly realize the importance of — the 
medical work. We are astonished to know that our 
fourteen medical missionaries could give 205,098 
treatments during 1919, but a did, and preached 


the Gespel to many a patient inder favorable con- 


| 
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ditions and ‘int the message into many a home which 
might have remained) closed but for|the effective 
medical missionary. . | 

The Seventy-five Million Campaign has brought 
a new day to the work of our great} board. Our 
foreign churches werd so greatly inspired by the 
campaign at home that simlar campaigns were or- 
ganized in all our fields and more than. a million 
dollars were pledged on these foreign lands. The 
blessed encouragement that the success of our cam- 
paign has brought to jour foreign mi ssionaries who 
represent us at the front, should give} great satisfac 
tion-to all who had a }worthy share in the campaign 
al home. It should diake us resolve | to meet our 
pledges fully that Ahese dear workers ju the far lands 
inay be strengthened ‘in their gloriots tasks. Let 
every church and individual, adopt careful plans for 
the collection of all plore es and more,jthat there may 
be no lack. 

Sixty-five new missionaries were appointed this 
year. A large pere entage of these will go to China 
and Japan. ‘
